knig ht-like 
titles, 
and, most certainly , the Tunkus 
and Tuankus which are roy al. 
In Thailand, someone mig ht 
be named Surin Ruandej. Like 
the 
Malay s, 
his 
real 
name 
comes first: Surin. But unlike 
the Malay s, his last name isn’t 
his 
father’s 
name—it 
doesn't 
mean any thing . 
A past king ordered Thais to 
have last names, and they sim­ 
ply 
picked 
at random. 
They 
took 
their 
villag e 
name, 
a 
nam e from a book or just a 
meandering collection of unpro­ 
nounceable letters. 
Indians in Southeast Asia, as 
in 
India, 
freq uently 
use 
the 
names of g ods. You don’t call 
Hari Subramaniam either Hari 
or Mr. Subramaniam. You call 
him Maniam. 
The Philippines offer some of 
the most colorful names. Span­ 
ish colonizers insisted all in­ 
habitants take a Spanjsh-sound- 
ing surname. Villag es were g iv­ 
en a letter of the alphabet to 
choose from. 


But what about Robert Tan 
Chin Khoon? He’s still Mr. Tan, 
but he’s either Robert or Chm 
Khoon, depending upon whether 
he’s talking to y ou or to his 
g randmother.
